PACKAGED PROCESSION

“It’s not the way it used to be.” This is a criticism oft levelled at the Cape Playhouse 
during recent years and a criticism which might be levelled at most major summer play- 
houses in the nation. One might ask, considering the rapid and radical changes which 
have taken place in our American mores, politics, and economy, looking toward the ex- 
ploration of outer space from a world rife with tensions and crises in nations only several 
years old, what is the way it used to be? 

Summer theatre, like so many other aspects of a world of flux, has undergone a pro- 
cess of evolution. At one time a summer playhouse was thought of as a definite part of 
the community in which it was located. At the playhouse would be a resident company 
of actors who performed a new play each week (while rehearsing the next week’s show 
and learning lines for the show two weeks away). The actors, being resident in a rural 
area for some ten weeks or more, would, to some extent, become a part of the community. 


Many smaller summer theatres still consist of resident acting companies, performing 
a wide-ranging repertoire, but most major summer playhouses have undergone consider- 
able change and it is in their metamorphosed state that they have been criticized. At 
these theatres, the policy of filling all roles in a play with members of the resident 
company gave way, because of the added revenue which would obviously accompany the 
appearance of a national or international star, to that of engaging the services of a famous 
player to act with the support of the resident company. It is to the system of the visiting 
star with resident company that many patrons of the summer theatre look back with 
nostalgic affection. 

The visiting star system of summer play production has more recently evolved into 
what now may be called the “package” system. The “package” is a complete touring 
company of actors, performing a single play. It is generally cast, rehearsed, and pro- 
duced in New York and features at least one, and frequently two, well known stars— 
stars not only of the legitimnate stage, but also of motion pictures and television. 


The performers in a package vehicle may rehearse for as short a period as one week 
and then set out upon a tour which may last as long as thirteen weeks. The “package” 
show is, of course, not so lavish a production as a major road show. The “package” con- 
sists of actors, their costumes, and their make-up. The summer playhouse which engages 
a “package” is required to supply scenery, lighting, publicity, and incidental properties. 
Since the show plays through Saturday night in a particular theatre and opens again on 
Monday night in new location, the actors are expected to be so skilled in their art as to 
adapt their movements to varying sets and playing areas with a single rehearsal’s prep- 
aration (usually squeezed in on Sunday night). 

Some theatres have inaugurated the policy of booking only ‘package’ shows. There 
seem to be two very sound reasons for this. Because of its convenience, so far as casting 
is concerned, and almost guaranteed success, the “package” has had a very strong appeal 
for summer theatre managers throughout the nation. It also appeals to the star per- 
former, for it offers many weeks of work, amidst pleasant surroundings, as opposed tv 
a week of rehearsal and a week of playing time. The high pay available from television 
appearances could all but spell the end to personal appearances by stars, but dedication 
to the legitimate stage creates in the actor the desire to appear before live audiences, and 
the “package” tour can make that dedication more financially rewarding than it might 
otherwise be. 
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In communities where the “package” has succeeded the resident company in a sum- 
mer playhouse, a certain resentment against the loss of community association has arisen. 
A community which at one time felt that the local playhouse was a part of itself—and 
the actors there, members (or at least part-time members) of the community—now, wit- 
nessing a procession of “package” productions traveling in and out of town, feels un- 
important and alien to a theatre and a cultural endeavor which it once cherished. 


The management of the Cape Playhouse, cognizant of its debt to the community and 
anxious to maintain its place in the community structure, presents as many of its own 
productions as possible, and features performers of the high quality traditional to Dennis 
since the time of Raymond Moore. While Dennis is no longer the seat of a resident 
acting company, the technical and administrative staffs are not only resident for the 
season, but have undergone very little personnel turnover in recent years. Mr. Charles 
Mooney, Managing Director of the Cape Playhouse, has not limited himself to the pre- 
sentation of “package” shows, but has brought together excellent plays and casts in 
exclusive productions for the Playhouse. 


That a production might be distinctly Dennis’, the Playhouse has offered its own 
productions of good plays, when “packages” of the same vehicles were readily available. 
Casts have been brought to Dennis to rehearse and to play for a single week, rather than 
let Dennis become just another stop upon a lengthy tour. Notable plays, cast, produced 
for presentation at the Cape Playhouse, and rehearsed at Dennis, during recent seasons 
have included, “The Boy Friend,” “Epitaph For George Dillon,’ “Memo for a Green 
Thumb,” “The Golden Fleecing,” “The Dark at the Top of the Stairs,” and “Two For 
the Seesaw.” During the current season exclusive Playhouse productions will be “Under 
the Yum-Yum Tree,” “Future Perfect,’ “Send Me No Flowers,” and the yet to be an- 
nounced final play. 


Indeed, it is not the way it used to be, but one must consider that little else is. Only 
an actor or actress of considerable dedication to his art will sacrifice a lucrative tele- 
vision guest appearance for a summer engagement of hard work and weekly travel— 
and a financial reward considerably below that offered by television. There are, how- 
ever, many who are so dedicated, and it is the intention of the Playhouse to bring the 
best of these stars to Dennis. Likewise, it is the intention of the Cape Playhouse never 
to become a mere wayside “package house’, but remain a real part of the Cape community.
